ful merchantman.

—Photographer at the Scene of 
the Atrocity Perpetuates It— 
“ Souvenirs” Collected. 


Statesboro, Ga.. Aug. 17. — W ith 
HotfTing 
saturated 
with 
k erosene, 
writhing and twisting in their agony, 
screaming to heaven for the mercy 
that the mob would not show. Paul 
Heed and Will Cato, negroes, two of 
the principals in the m urder of Henry 
Hodges and wife and three of their 
children, six miles from 
Statesboro 
throe week s ago, have been burned at 
the stak e. At 1:21 p. m. a mob charged 
on the court house, overpowered the 
military guard, secured Cato and Heed, 
who had been found guilty after a le­ 
gal trial and sentenced to be hanged, 
took them tw o miles from Statesboro, 
and there 
burned them alive. 
The 
climax came quick ly and unexpected­ 
ly. 
Heed had been convicted ¿it the 
morning session of the court. 


Situation Becomes Desperate. 
Shortly before 1 p. ra. the crowd was 
addressed by a tall man who seemed 
to inflame it greatly. 
He called 
on 
those about him to follow him. Then 
Captain Hitch, of the Oglethorpe IJght 
infantry, who was in command of the 
forces, retilized that the situation was 
desperate. 
He posted guards on each 
of the stairw ays that led to the floor 
above, where the prisoners were con­ 
fined. 
With lixed bayonets, but un­ 
loaded rifles, the guards stood. 
The 
mob surged toward them, but was re­ 
pulsed several times. 
Prom inent men. among them Rev. 
Hodges, brother of the murdered man, 
sprang to the front and begged the 
mob to disperse. Hut the crowd would 
not disperse 
w ithout a prom ise that 
the convicted men would not be re­ 
moved from Statesboro. 


G uard» D isarm ed by th e M ob. 
While this was going on in front 
a crowd collected at the rear of the 
court house. 
This mob disarmed two 
of the gm ^ds there, and found that 
the rifles were not loaded. Other sol­ 
diers were overpowered uud disarmed. 
The soldiers fought, and used their 
bayonets on some of the mob, but they 
were not in strong enough force. With 
all the guards disarmed the mob was 
supreme practically. 


tongues, and he writhed urnlelr the 
close look ed chains. 
For only about 
three m inutes was be visible .to the 
crowd before the great pile of fagots 
made a wall of flame which the wind 
wiped around on Cato’s body and hid 
him from view. 
He was the first to 
exhibit unconsciousness, gild was per­ 
haps the first dead. 
As Cato’s head swung to and fro 
some of the m em bers of the mob com­ 
menced throwing Hghtwood k nots at 
it. 
As soon as the men were dead 
the crowd commenced dispersing. 
A 
large num ber remained behind, how­ 
ever, piling more fuel on until both 
bodies were burned except the trunk s. 
Late in the afternoon, after the last 
member of the mob had left the scene, 
hundrds of other citizens repaired to 
the scene and many remained until 
long after nightfall pick ing up w hat­ 
ever “souvenirs” they could find. Con­ 
spicuous among the crowds were a 
num ber of small boys in k nee breeches.

the prisoners were gone. 
‘‘'Deputies had been accustomed to 
pass freely among the military, 
and 
therefore the soldiers were not sus­ 
picious. 
Consequently, when tin* dep­ 
uties seized them they were a t the 
mercy of the mob. Deputies, it is said, 
unlock ed the door in which the guard 
finally stood with the prisoners. 
The 
deputies pointed out Reed and Cato. 
Captain Hitch would mak e no state­ 
ment. 
He said he would report to his 
superiors. Lieutenant Jam es M cIntyre 
and Private W aters were seriously cut 
and bruised. Several street fights t<x>k 
place here over the Statesboro affair.’

both pleading for their lives.

time the crowd numbered 500 persons. 
The doomed men were dragged—the 
crowd shouting and cheering — along 
the foudway leading to the Hodges’ 
homestead, six miles away. 
The heat was too intense, however, 
that the mob went but two of the six 
miles and then halted and gave the ue- 
gT oes time to confess, which Reed did, 
but Cato could not l*e understood in 
w hat he said. Then a tree was sought 
upon which to lynch the negroes, but 
the cry went up “Burn them! Bum 
them!" Cato then found his voice and 
begged to be shot or hanged, declar­ 
ing that he was innocent of the crime. 
Some of the mob favored hanging, but 
these men were howled down. 
To a large stump twelve feet high 
the men were chained 
with 
trace 
chains. 
Then a wagon load of pine 
wood was hauled to the spot. 
It was 
piled around the men und ten gallons 
of k erosene were thrown over them. 
A photographer was present and the 
crowd was cleared back that he might 
get several views of the men bound 
to the stak e and ready for the burning. 
Then followed an awful scene. Frenzied 
cheers rent as tne mob saw the cruel 
flames roasting its victims. 
Ju st as 
the match was applied Reed admitted 
that he k illed Hodges and his wife, 
and said that Handy Bell k illed the 
children.

BEN ED ICT ARNOLD. 


T h e T r a g ic E n d in g of t lie L ife o f 
the T alented T raitor. 
The last twenty years of the life of 
Benedict Arnold were probably the 
most unhappy that ever fell to the 
lot of man. 
The British were willing 
to use him to promote their own plans 
and to pay Ujuj for his disgraceful 
services, but everywhere he was held 
in such scorn and contempt that for 
years he scarcely ventured to appear 
in public. 
Before his treachery he 
stipulated for a fortune in cash and a 
commission as major general in the 
British army. 
He got both and soon spent the 
former in speculation, while the lat­ 
ter did him no good, as no officer In 
the army would serve under him, and, 
although bis talents and bravery were 
unquestioned, he remained to the end 
of his days a general without com­ 
mand, even at a time when the British 
government was sorely pressed for 
officers and men. 
In 1798, during the 
French war, when the country was 
anxiously gathering all its resources, 
be applied to the Duk e of York for a 
command, but was refused. 
He went home in despair and said 
to his wife, “They will not let me find 
a soldier’s death.” 
He never rail d 
after this blow, and soon after bis 
mind appeared to wander. He ordered 
his Continental uniform to be brought 
and put it on. including the sword be 
had worn when in the American serv­ 
ice, and so he died a raving maniac 
In 1801 at his residence in Loudon. 


J u d g e S h e a I’ow ed. 
gome years ago Judge Hhea, a New 
York lawyer, became chief justice of 
w hat was then the marine court ana 
what is now k nown as the city court 
of New York . 
He went to England 
once and was registered at a hotel as 
“Chief Justice of the Marine Court. 
U. S. A.” 
The lords of the admiralty 
and the judges of all the great British 
courts called upon him, put him up at 
their clubs. Invited him to dinner and 
treated him with as much considera­ 
tion as if the tribunal of which he was 
the head had been, as they supposed it 
to be, one of tbe great courts of the 
United States, instead of a purely city 
affair. 
Judge Shea was never tired of re­ 
counting to his cronies here how he 
had been treated in England on that 
memorable trip.
